It  is  the  mission  of  the  Church  Finance  Association,  Inc.  to  meet  the  borrowing  needs  of 
the  member  churches  and  ministries  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 
These  needs  include  funds  for  capital  expansion,  repair,  remodeling,  and  reorganization. 
These  loans  are  made  in  a  manner  consistent  with  sound  business  practices  recognizing 
that  we  must  provide  all  due  consideration  in  an  effort  to  assist  the  Convention.  Church 
Finance  serves  as  a  conduit  between  those  institutions  and  individuals  who  are  willing  to 
place  funds  with  the  Association  and  those  institutions  which  are  in  need  of  these 
resources. 

Is  Your  Church  Willing  to  Help  Other  Churches? 

Many  of  our  churches  have  special  use  funds  for  building,  contingencies,  remodeling,  or 
some  type  of  emergency.  The  CFA  urges  our  churches  to  take  advantage  of  the  FUNDS 
ACCOUNT  which  pays  interest  at  the  rate  of  (2.00%)  and  funds  are  available  for 
withdrawal  within  a  few  days.  If  you  have  funds  in  CDs  or  bank  savings  accounts  please 
consider  making  those  available  to  your  sister  churches  by  placing  them  with  the  Church 
Finance  Association. 
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The  Year  in  Review 


Over  the  last  year  we  have  seen  interest  rates  begin  to' rise  but  the  forecast  for  201 1  calls 
for  rates  to  move  upward.  Church  Finance  is  lending  at  rates  comparable  to  banks  and 
credit  unions.  Construction  costs  have  declined  over  the  past  year  and  this  can  be  a 
windfall  for  churches  that  are  looking  to  build  new  sanctuaries  and  expand  their  present 
facilities.  Rates  are  still  very  attractive  and  if  a  church  has  building  plans  for  the  future 
now  is  a  good  time  to  move  forward.  Church  Finance  has  positioned  itself  to  meet  present 
and  future  demands  for  funding  from  our  churches.  If  your  church  has  a  need  to  borrow 
we  would  be  most  happy  to  speak  with  you  and  provide  any  assistance  possible. 

Lending  Activity 

Church  Finance  has  been  around  since  1940  to  assist  our  churches  when  they  needed  to 
buy  or  build.  We  have  funded  small  loans  as  well  as  loans  up  to  $1,000,000.  Our  goal  has 
always  been  to  partner  with  our  churches  in  good  times  and  bad.  Church  Finance  has 
never  foreclosed  on  a  single  loan  and  not  one  person  or  church  has  ever  lost  a  dime  when 
working  with  CFA. 

Our  lending  activity  is  down  sharply  partly  because  churches  are  the  first  to  feel  the 
effects  of  a  recession  and  are  unwilling  to  build  or  borrow  in  times  of  economic 
uncertainty.  This  is  not  bad,  but  oftentimes  when  a  building  program  is  discussed  by  a 
church,  the  congregation  looks  to  their  local  bank  for  help.  While  we  were  not  created  to 
compete  with  the  banks,  we  can  often  provide  benefits  that  a  bank  cannot.  If  your  church 
has  a  vision  or  a  need  that  will  involve  a  loan  we  ask  that  you  contact  us.  At  the  very  least 
we  can  provide  you  another  option  assuring  you  that  whatever  decision  you  make  is  right 
for  your  church.

REPORT 


Greetings  from  OFWB  INTERNATIONAL,  INC.  (Foreign  Missions)  to  the 

Ninety-Ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

The  year  of  2010  was  a  difficult,  yet  rewarding  year  for  Foreign  Missions.  We 
went  through  a  thorough  review  of  our  budget  and  trimmed  out  all  we  could  and  still 
maintain  a  viable  ministry  around  the  world.  It  was  a  painful,  yet  rewarding  experience  to 
work  with  those  we  support  in  ministry  around  the  world  through  this  process.  They 
showed  themselves  to  be  true  Christians  during  this  process.  None  got  angry  or 
complained.  They  expressed  thankfulness  for  all  we  do  and  assured  the  Board  that  they 
fully  understand  the  world  situation.  We  praise  the  Lord  that  during  the  months  of 
November  and  December  contributions  increased  and  the  budget  was  met  for  2010.  We, 
however,  maintained  our  cuts  of  10  per  cent  even  though  this  will  restrict  our  ability  to 
advance  the  work  in  the  countries  where  we  minister  around  the  world.  We  pray  that 
soon  the  economic  situation  in  the  world  will  change  for  the  better. 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  extremely  thankful  to  all  churches  and 
individuals  who  contribute  to  continue  this  ministry.  Because  of  your  prayer  and 
financial  support,  lost  people  are  being  reached  with  the  Gospel,  the  hungry  are  being 
fed,  lepers  are  being  cared  for,  children  are  provided  a  home  and  education,  churches  are 
growing,  and  God  is  glorified. 

PHILIPPINES:  The  work  in  the  Philippines  has  been  moving  on  a  steady  path  of 
maturity.  The  leadership  has  taken  steps  to  grow  the  work  in  new  places  and  is  working 
on  stewardship  programs  to  aid  the  growth.  A  Short-Term  Medical  Mission  Team 
traveled  to  the  Philippines  in  April  2010.  There  were  nine  members  on  this  team:  Dr. 
Don  Ribeiro  treated  825  patients,  with  the  help  of  all  team  members.  This  was  a  great 
blessing  to  the  Filipino  people.  Every  patient  received  free  medicine  and  a  Gospel 
witness  and  prayer.  On  this  trip  we  dedicated  three  new  church  buildings  and  baptized  42 
new  converts.  God  is  truly  blessing  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  the  Philippines. 

INDIA:  The  Church  in  India  continues  to  expand.  This  year  the  Church  in  Delhi  has 
started  several  new  outreaches  that  we  hope  will  become  churches  in  the  future.  Schools 
have  been  started  in  Gujarat,  where  we  have  our  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home,  and 
at  the  Leprosy  Colony.  We  are  excited  about  the  future  of  the  work  in  India. 

BANGLADESH:  The  work  in  Bangladesh  continues  to  reach  out  to  the  Muslim  and 
Hindu  communities  and  each  year  there  are  converts.  This  is  an  extremely  difficult 
country  with  much  persecution,  but  our  workers  continue  to  press  forward.  The  Free  Will 
Tutorial  Schools  are  providing  education  to  the  poor  children  who  cannot  afford  to  attend 
the  public  school.  This  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  reach  them  with  the  Gospel.  Sewing 
classes  are  operated  year  round  to  give  the  women,  who  are  not  allowed  much  education, 
to  learn  a  trade  to  help  provide  for  their  families.  It  is  against  the  law  to  openly 
evangelize  in  this  country,  so  Mr.  Gupta  has  developed  various  ministries  in  order  to 
reach  people.  Each  year  relief  is  given  to  flood  victims,  since  this  country  is  bombarded 
yearly  with  several  cyclones.  Please  pray  for  Bangladesh. 
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BULGARIA:  The  outreach  in  Bulgaria  has  expanded  among  the  Gypsies  in  many 
locations.  There  was  a  Summer  Camp  held  that  was  a  great  blessing  to  these  dear  people. 
These  people  suffer  terrible  discrimination.  They  work  hard  and  are  not  paid.  They  suffer 
hurt  and  rejection.  In  the  midst  of  this,  we  have  seen  a  true  Christian  spirit  emerge  that 
can  only  come  from  a  true  experience  with  the  Lord.  Those  who  have  been  converted 
have  truly  become  new  creatures  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  Lord  has  given  us  faithful  workers, 
who  have  true  compassion  for  these  people  and  do  all  they  can  to  minister  to  them 
spiritually  and  physically.  Continue  to  pray  for  Willem  and  Lydia  van  der  Plas  and  all  of 
our  workers  in  Bulgaria  as  they  make  Christ  known  in  this  difficult  place. 

LIBERIA:  The  work  in  Liberia  has  expanded  to  30  churches.  Three  new  schools  were 
started  in  2010  to  provide  education  for  children  who  could  not  afford  to  go  to  the  public 
school.  This  also  provides  us  an  opportunity  to  reach  them  and  their  families  with  the 
truth  of  the  Gospel.  Plans  are  being  made  to  further  expand  the  Church  and  to  develop  an 
agricultural  project  to  aid  our  churches  in  provided  food  for  their  families.  Bro. 
Darlington  Gnininte  visited  North  Carolina  in  November  and  spoke  at  our  World 
Missions  Rally  held  at  Ormondsville  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  Since  his  return,  he  has 
been  busy  with  crusades  and  conferences.  We  hope  to  take  a  group  to  Liberia  in  2012. 

GUINEA:  This  country  borders  Liberia.  This  country  is  in  political  and  religious 
turmoil.  There  is  a  military  government  that  allows  militant  Islam  to  harass  the  Christian 
community.  Our  people  have  been  persecuted  and  forced  from  their  rented  building  and 
are  unable  to  find  another  place  of  worship.  Bro.  Gnininte  said,  "They  pray  with  one  eye 
open  and  one  eye  closed,  because  they  are  in  constant  threat  of  being  attacked."  This 
situation  needs  much  prayer. 

MEXICO:  In  2010,  we  took  one  Short-Term  Mission  Team  to  Mexico.  This  team 
remodeled  the  Lily  of  the  Valley  FWB  Church  in  Piedras  Negras,  and  also  conducted 
Vacation  Bible  School  and  Women's  Bible  studies.  The  churches  in  Mexico  are  growing, 
even  though  the  law  and  order  situation  is  very  unstable.  The  violence,  due  to  drug  wars, 
has  made  Mexico  one  of  the  most  unsafe  countries  in  the  world.  Please  pray  for  our 
Brothers  and  Sisters  and  for  this  country  that  things  will  change  soon.  Pray  for  our 
country.  If  it  were  not  for  the  vast  use  of  drugs  in  the  United  States,  this  situation  would 
not  exist. 

HAITI:  I  made  a  trip  to  Haiti  in  August  with  Bishop  Maurice  Roberts,  who  is  a 
missionary  with  the  OFWB  of  America.  We  viewed  the  devastation  in  Port-Au-Prince 
and  visited  his  work  on  the  other  side  of  the  country  in  Cap  Haitian.  Our  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  sent  $3,000  to  Samaritan's  Purse  out  of  our  "well  fund,"  to  help 
purchase  a  water  purifier  to  provide  clean  water  that  is  necessary  for  good  health.  Those 
who  access  to  this  water  were  spared  the  sickness  of  cholera  that  is  spread  by  human 
waste  in  drinking  water.  Several  churches  sent  funds  to  us,  earmarked  for  Haiti.  These 
funds  were  also  sent  to  Samaritan's  Purse  and  designated  for  water  purifiers.  These  funds 
have  helped  many  people  in  Haiti  with  clean  drinking  water. 

The  OFWBI  EPISTLE  and  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  are  published  to  keep  our 
membership  informed  about  the  activities  of  our  ministries.  These  are  your  best  sources 
for  information  about  the  things  that  are  taking  place  in  India,  Bangladesh,  Bulgaria, 
Mexico,  Liberia,  Guinea,  and  the  Philippines.  We  encourage  you  to  send  us  your  email 
address  to  director(g>ofwbi.org  so  you  can  receive  the  OFWBI  EPISTLE. 

The  BUILD  ONE  FOR  THEM  program  has  been  a  tremendous  blessing  to  all  of  our 
fields.  We  have  been  able  to  construct  church  buildings,  parsonages,  and  houses  for  the 
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needy.  We  need  churches  to  consider  the  needs  of  others  and  join  us  in  this  effort.  There 
are  always  needs,  and  we  encourage  you  to  sponsor  one  of  these  building  projects. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  PRAYER:  The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  realizes  that  our 
strength  and  supply  comes  from  a  loving  Heavenly  Father.  We  set  aside  several  days 
throughout  the  year  as  days  of  prayer.  We  meet  together  to  worship,  praise,  and  take  our 
petitions  before  the  Lord.  We  pray  for  revival,  for  we  know  for  our  church  to  survive  and 
grow  we  must  have  revival.  We  encourage  you  to  pray  for  this  ministry  daily  and  to  pray 
for  revival  in  our  Church. 

SHORT-TERM  TEAM  MINISTRY  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  all  who  have  been  on 
a  team  and  to  our  fields.  The  Board  has  suspended  our  Short-Term  Mission  Teams  to 
Mexico  for  201 1,  due  to  the  drug  wars  along  the  U.S. — Mexican  border.  Please  pray  for 
this  situation.  We  hope  we  can  resume  the  teams  in  2012.

Annual  Report  to  the  2011  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
Mission  Statement 

It  is  the  purpose  of  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Minister's  Program  to  serve  the  churches  and 
ministers  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  It  is  our  assertion  that  the 
minister  can  best  meet  the  spiritual  requirements  of  a  congregation  if  he  is 
unencumbered  by  the  burden  of  financial  insecurity.  To  this  end  we  provide 
administrative  services,  information  resources,  and  educational  opportunities.  These  are 
designed  to  help  the  minister  and  the  local  church  plan  together  a  program  of 
compensation  and  benefits  designed  to  meet  the  minister's  present  and  future  financial 
needs. 

Purpose 

When  the  Convention  commissioned  the  Minister's  Program  during  the  1930s  it  was 
given  a  mandate  to  help  provide  for  the  needy,  retired,  and  infirmed  minister.  This  was 
during  the  time  of  the  Great  Depression  and  the  Convention  was  aware  that  there  was  no 
such  thing  as  a  safety  net  for  individuals  who  lacked  the  resources  to  provide  for 
themselves. 

The  Roosevelt  Administration  initiated  the  Social  Security  Act  to  help  the  elderly  and 
poor  but  ministers  were  specifically  excluded  from  the  benefits  provided  under  this 
program.  It  was  not  until  the  1950's  that  ministers  were  even  allowed  to  participate  in 
this  government  program. 

In  the  beginning  the  Program  sought  to  provide  a  stipend  for  the  retired  ministers  of  the 
Convention.  This  was  not  unlike  the  Social  Security  Program  which  instituted  a  pay  as 
you  go  program  whereby  the  present  working  generation  actually  provides  the  benefits 
for  those  who  are  presently  retired.  The  principle  difference  is  that  unlike  the  federal 
government  the  Convention  does  not  have  the  authority  to  mandate  contributions  and 
due  to  the  lack  of  voluntary  contributions  we  were  unable  to  provide  a  meaningful 
benefit  for  the  many  deserving  ministers  who  needed  assistance.  This  caused  us  to 
reexamine  our  effectiveness  and  how  best  to  provide  for  the  ministers  in  the  Convention. 

Today  the  Minister's  Program  sponsors  a  retirement  program  for  our  ministers  that  is 
second  to  none.  We  also  advocate  on  behalf  of  the  minister  by  communicating  to 
churches  the  unique  needs  of  their  pastor.  We  publish  articles  describing  how  churches 
can  help  the  pastor  and  each  year  we  provide  our  churches  with  The  Basic 
Compensation  Brochure,  which  provides  churches  and  pastors  with  information  to 
help  mem  establish  a  dialogue  on  this  important  issue.  The  minister  and  church  need  to 
participate  together  in  a  plan  that  can  provide  for  a  secure  financial  future  for  the 
minister  and  his  family. 
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We  believe  that  God  channels  His  provisions  through  the  church  and  it  is  required  of 
them  to  be  good  stewards  as  it  relates  to  their  care  of  the  pastor.  This  does  not  apply 
exclusively  to  matters  of  compensation,  but  also  to  support,  appreciation,  and 
willingness  on  the  part  of  the  church  to  be  lead.  Please  consider  areas  that  the  Minister's 
Program  can  work  with  you  to  help  build  a  strong  working  relationship  with  your  pastor. 

The  Minister's  Program  is  going  online  this  year  and  we  invite  you  visit  the  website  at 
www.fwbmp.org  .  The  site  will  contain  a  current  Basic  Compensation  Brochure, 
retirement  forms,  and  a  retirement  calculator.  In  addition  it  will  also  host  a  calculator  for 
the  Basic  Compensation  plan  that  will  enable  you  to  input  your  pastor's  information  and 
print  off  a  compensation  plan  for  planning  purposes. 

The  Year  in  Review 

Retirement  News  -  The  news  on  the  retirement  front  for  everyone  invested  in  the 
managed  equities  account  this  past  year  was  better.  That  fund  experienced  an  average 
gain  of  7.73%.  Those  invested  in  the  Fixed  Fund  realized  a  modest  return  of  2.30%. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  retirement  plan  continues  to  operate  in  a  safe  and  sound 
fashion  assuring  those  participating  ministers  that  when  they  decide  to  retire  the  plan 
will  be  ready  to  serve  their  needs.  To  insure  the  integrity  of  the  retirement  program  it  is 
reviewed  regularly  by  an  independent  organization  in  an  effort  to  make  certain  that  those 
depending  on  these  benefits  will  be  confident  that  when  they  are  ready  to  retire  their 
benefits  will  be  available. 

In  2010  we  completed  a  review  of  our  plan  for  with  AON,  a  worldwide  benefits 
corporation,  and  its  report  indicated  that  our  plan  was  funded  at  123%  of  the  amount 
necessary  to  meet  our  responsibilities.  This  is  great  news  especially  when  you  consider 
that  retirement  programs  with  some  of  the  nation's  largest  corporations  and  biggest 
states  are  operating  at  woefully  under  funded  amounts  which  threatens  the  integrity  of 
their  program.  Our  plan  is  among  the  most  advanced  plans  available  for  ministers  and  it 
enjoys  benefits  that  make  it  unmatched  in  the  private  sector. 

Does  your  minister  have  a  plan  for  retirement?  Churches  should  help  their  pastor 
prepare  for  the  future  by  funding  his  retirement  plan  today.  Contact  the  Minister's 
Program  for  any  help  you  may  need  as  you  assist  your  pastor  so  that  he  can  retire  with 
the  dignity  and  security  that  his  calling  deserves. 

Christmas  Cheer  -  This  program  has  been  very  well  received  by  our  ministers  and 
churches  since  it  was  first  implemented.  Each  year  the  Minister's  Program  sends  a  gift 
of  $150  to  all  ministers  age  65  and  older.  It  is  a  gift  from  the  churches  of  the  Convention 
to  men  who  have  literally  given  their  lives  to  the  gospel  ministry.  This  program  is  a  way 
of  saying  we  remember  you,  and  we  are  grateful  for  what  you  have  done. 

102  ministers  received  this  gift  from  YOU  and  the  program  continues  to  be  self 
sustaining  because  of  your  support.  On  behalf  of  those  ministers  receiving  this  gift  we 
would  like  to  thank  the  churches,  individuals  and  the  organizations  within  the  church 
that  made  this  possible.  We  ask  your  continued  support  in  the  coming  year.  While  the 
response  has  been  very  good  we  still  have  churches  that  do  not  give  at  all  to  this 
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program  and  we  would  like  to  invite  them  to  make  201 1  the  year  they  say  "thank  you". 

The  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  -  Another  program  we 
offer  to  our  ministers  and  their  wives  is  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  the  Surviving 
Minister's  Fund.  For  those  who  participate,  this  program  provides  a  meaningful  gift  for 
fellow  ministers  during  a  time  of  loss.  The  Minister's  Program  pays  for  the 
administrative  cost  of  this  program  so  that  every  dollar  goes  to  the  spouse.

to  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  -  A  Message  from  the  President 

In  essentials,  unity;  in  non-essentials,  liberty;  in  all  things,  charity 

Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

John  Wesley  liked  the  aforementioned  statement  from  St.  Augustine,  and  I  have  to  agree 
that  there  are  simply  some  things  Christians  must  agree  on,  such  as  the  Divinity  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  accuracy  and  authority  of  the  Bible,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  way  to  salvation, 
etc.  When  we  are  united  on  the  essentials,  Christianity  is  community.  We  are  the  body  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Through  the  liberal  arts  programs  at  Mount  Olive  College  opportunities  abound  for 
students  to  participate  in  chapel  programs,  attend  Bible  study,  volunteer  in  community 
service  projects,  travel  abroad,  and  the  list  goes  on.  But  we  feel  that  Christian  higher 
education  should  be  more.  Rather  than  just  allowing  the  academic,  spiritual,  and  social 
parts  of  students'  lives  to  coexist,  at  Mount  Olive  College  we  strive  to  teach  students  how 
to  combine  them.  When  students  are  able  to  make  connections  between  all  these  different 
pieces  of  theirs  lives — to  truly  integrate  them — then  their  lives  take  on  a  new  dimension, 
and  that  is  our  goal,  our  mission,  our  purpose.

This  student  recently  wrote,  "College  is  a  time  where  you  find  out  who  you  are, 
and  what  you  ultimately  strive  to  become.  It  is  in  college  where  students  peel  off 
the  layers  of  falsehood  and  become  the  person  that  they  want  to  be,  but  that  they 
could  never  be  before.  And  it  is  places  like  Mount  Olive  College  where  students 
make  decisions  that  affect  the  rest  of  their  lives.  In  our  own  lives  and  context, 
we  all  are  on  a  journey  of  some  sort.  Some  of  us  take  that  journey  and  return 
with  nothing  to  show  for  it.  Some  people  try  to  change  and  become  someone  else 
without  venturing  out  to  see  if  that  changed  person  is  of  any  value  to  the  world. 
But  there  are  those  of  whom  we  should  all  watch  and  aspire  to  be  that  takes  the 
journey  and  becomes  the  transformed  person  who  we  all  wish  to  be.  I  have  found 
during  my  journey  at  Mount  Olive  College  that  the  goal  is  to  be  transformed  by 
this  place.  My  goal  is  to  learn  to  be  better  so  I  can  do  better  for  a  world  that  needs 
better.  I  have  found  that  it  is  so  easy  to  be  satisfied  with  who  we  are.  The  real 
challenge  is  who  we  are  becoming." 
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We  encourage  our  students  to  examine  their  faith,  think  deeply  about  questions,  and  put 
their  thoughts  and  beliefs  into  action.  Students  who  hunger  for  both  academic  knowledge 
and  Christian  faith  are  able  to  bring  those  two  worlds  together  at  Mount  Olive  College. 
In  fact,  our  motto  is  "Transforming  Education,  Transforming  Lives."  It  is  a  motto  we  are 
committed  to  fulfilling.  Nearly  15,000  alumni  have  gone  forth  from  this  institution  to 
become  business  leaders,  ministers,  teachers,  authors,  dentists,  and  researchers  -  to  name 
just  a  few. 

As  we  embark  on  our  60th  anniversary,  I  pledge  to  you  that  we  will  work  hard  to  maintain 
the  momentum  we  have  built  over  the  past  and  use  it  to  continue  enriching  the  outstanding 
educational  opportunities  we  offer.

Comments  on  Financial  Statements: 

The  impact  of  rebound  of  the  stock  market  during  FY  10  more  than  reversed  the  decline  in 
our  assets  it  caused  in  the  previous  fiscal  year;  increasing  our  net  assets  by  $3.7M.  We  also 
added  $894k  in  Restricted  gifts  and  $7 16k  from  operations  for  the  total  increase  in  net 
assets  of  $5.3M. 

This  $7 16k  increase  in  net  assets  from  operations  included  a  $289k  loss  in  the  Foundation 
(because  the  amount  of  interest  paid  in  the  first  years  of  the  USDA  loan  combined  with 
essentially  straight  line  depreciation  exceeded  rental  payments  from  the  College).  This  was 
planned,  and  will  reverse  as  the  principal  portion  of  the  debt  service  exceeds  the  interest 
portion  in  the  second  half  of  the  40  year  USDA  loan.

It  is  our  conviction  that  this  has 
been  God's  plan  since  the  days  the  Holy  Spirit  inspired  these  words  which  the  Apostle 
Paul  sent  to  young  Timothy.  The  realization  that  we  have  this  opportunity  to  be  a  part  of 
that  unbroken  chain  of  obedience  to  God's  instructions  is  a  continuing  challenge  to  "press 
toward  the  mark  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."  In  2  Cor.  5:19,  God  informs 
us  that  He  has  "committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation ."  Sometimes,  in  our  hurried 
lifestyles  and  amid  the  influences  of  secular  pressures,  we  allow  God's  instructions  to 
become  tainted  with  the  trends  of  the  day.  Paul's  instructions  to  Timothy  are  as 
incumbent  upon  us  as  they  were  upon  Timothy.  We  have  not  only  heard  God's 
instructions,  but  we  actually  have  God's  Word,  the  Holy  Bible.  Since  God  has  committed 
His  Word  unto  us  and  commanded  us  to  teach  it  to  faithful  men  who  will  continue  the 
process,  it  is  imperative  that  we  meet  the  challenges  that  are  before  us.  Whatever  else  we 
may  do,  we  must  remember  to  depend  upon  the  Word  of  God  and  allow  It  to  be  our 
guide.

For  this  reason  we  are 
devoting  as  much  of  our  resources  as  possible  to  the  development  of  our  entire 
curriculum  to  be  available  online.  This  will  not  only  make  it  possible  for  local  students 
to  choose  whether  to  take  courses  on  campus  or  take  courses  online,  but  will  also  make  it 
possible  for  students  anywhere  in  the  world  that  have  internet  access  to  take  courses 
online.  This  project  is  very  costly  and  extremely  time  consuming.  We  have  added  five 
new  individuals  to  our  staff  to  facilitate  this  project.  Our  goal  is  to  begin  offering  online 
courses  with  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester  this  August.  We  have  one  course 
completed  and  should  have  several  more  ready  by  August.  If  the  resources  are  sufficient, 
it  is  possible  we  can  begin  to  offers  some  courses  as  soon  as  late  summer  of  this  year. 
Please  join  us  in  prayer  for  God's  leadership  and  blessings  as  we  focus  our  resources  for 
the  completion  of  this  endeavor.  If  God  so  leads  you,  we  need  your  financial  help.  You 
can  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  you  have  contributed  to  fulfilling  2  Timothy  2:  1,2. 
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We  would  like  to  announce  to  the  Convention  the  appointment  of  Reverend  Garry 
Bissette  as  our  new  Office  Manager.  Brother  Bissette  has  served  for  several  years  as 
minister  at  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home.  I  am  sure  his  ministry  there  will  be 
missed,  but  we  feel  very  fortunate  to  have  him  join  the  staff  at  Carolina  Bible  Institute  & 
Seminary.  He  will  be  directing  the  business  office  and  serving  as  Registrar  for  the 
school.  Please  pray  for  Brother  Garry  as  he  fills  this  very  needed  position. 

We  are  very  pleased  to  announce  the  scheduling  of  another  tour  to  the  Holy  Land.  The 
dates  of  this  tour  are  March  5  through  March  14,  2012.  Ten  days  to  experience  what 
some  have  referred  to  as  the  Fifth  Gospel.

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Report  of  the  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry 


The  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  is  charged  with  encouraging  those 
who  are  called  to  some  type  of  Christian  ministry  to  avail  themselves  of  opportunities  to 
equip  themselves  for  service.  The  Commission  continues  to  encourage  those  who  feel 
called  to  Christian  ministry  as  pastors  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  available  for 
theological  education.  The  Mount  Olive  College  Department  of  Religion  offers  one  such 
opportunity.  There  are  also  educational,  theological,  and  financial  benefits  available  for 
those  who  choose  to  take  advantage  of  the  partnership  between  Campbell  University 
Divinity  School  and  OFWB.  These  benefits  include  the  following. 

•  Accreditation  by  the  Association  of  theological  Schools  (ATS),  the  highest 
accrediting  body  for  divinity  schools  and  seminaries 

•  Powerful  mission  statement  to  provide  graduate  theological  education  that  is 
"Christ-centered,  bible-based,  and  Ministry-focused" 

•  Community  that  strives  to  be  a  model  for  what  the  body  of  Christ  looks  like 

•  Flexible  block  schedule  that  allows  students  to  hold  a  job  while  taking  classes 

•  Location  within  close  proximity  to  many  OFWB  ministers  and  churches 
(eastern  NC) — enables  relatively  easy  commuting 

•  Curriculum  designed  with  practical  ministry  in  mind 

•  Professors  who  teach  students  how  to  think,  not  what  to  think 

•  OFWB  students,  who  take  six  hours  or  more  in  a  semester,  are  eligible  to 
receive  a  special  partner  ship  grant  of  $75  per  hour. 

•  OFWB  students,  who  take  five  or  more  hours  in  a  semester  and  are  residents  of 
NC,  SC,  or  VA,  are  eligible  to  apply  for  an  educational  grant  from  the  Keesee 
Fund.  These  grants  offer  up  to  $4,500  per  year. 

•  OFWB  students  who  meet  eligibility  requirements  will  be  considered  for 
scholarship  assistance  available  through  the  Divinity  School's  Endowed 
Scholarship  Program. 

•  OFWB  students  may  apply  for  scholarship  assistance  available  through  the  NC 
foundation  for  Christian  Ministries  to  help  cover  remaining  tuition  costs. 

As  requested  by  the  officers  of  the  Convention,  the  Commission  put  together  and 
recommended  a  program  of  continuing  education  for  ministers.  In  the  past  year,  this  plan 
was  presented  to  the  ordaining  boards  of  all  conferences  affiliated  with  the  convention. 
The  commission  was  disappointed  in  the  lack  of  positive  response  from  the  ordaining 
boards  on  these  Continuing  Education  recommendations.  Our  disappointment  arises  from 
the  misconception  that  ordination  requirements  adequately  prepare  a  minister  to  carry  out 
a  lifelong  calling.  We  feel  it  is  vital  for  ministers  to  continue  education  after  ordination. 
All  professions  require  individuals  to  participate  in  annual  programs  of  continuing 
education  in  order  to  grow  in  their  knowledge,  abilities,  and  skills.  In  spite  of  that  lack  of 
response,  the  Commission  still  encourages  ministers  to  take  advantage  of  the  numerous 
learning  opportunities  offered  through  the  Sunday  School  Institute,  Ministers' 
Conferences,  Pastor-Deacon  retreats,  etc. 

The  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  conducted  three  workshops  at  the 
98th  session  of  the  Convention  in  May  2010.  These  sessions  explained  how  a  candidate 
for  the  ministry  or  anyone  who  is  already  engaged  I  ministry  can  receive  a  quality 
education  as  preparation  for  the  work  to  which  he  or  she  is  called,  and  likewise  how 
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continuing  education  can  be  a  means  of  lifelong  learning  that  will  benefit  not  only  a 
minister's  personal  growth  but  also  will  enrich  the  lives  of  many  others. 

Realizing  that  all  believers,  not  just  the  ordained  clergy,  are  ministers  in  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  the  Commission  feels  that  each  believer  has  a  mission  for  which  to  prepare.  One 
focus  .of  the  Commission  in  the  coming  year  will  be  to  encourage  the  laity  to  recognize, 
prepare  for,  and  use  their  gifts  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  We  will  immediately  address 
this  belief  by  offering  workshops  geared  toward  laity  and  spiritual  gifts  at  the  99th  session 
of  the  Convention  in  May  201 1.

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ENDOWMENTS — A  LIVING  LEGACY 


For  nine  out  of  ten  (90%)  of  the  American  people,  when  their  heart  stops 
their  support  of  their  church  and  favorite  charities  also  stops.  But  it  does  not  have 
to  be  that  way.  Through  a  program  of  professionally  managed  endowed  funds,  tht 
Foundation  provides  a  means  whereby  gifts  to  Christian  charities  can  become  livir 
gifts — gifts  that  keep  on  giving  beyond  the  lifetime  of  the  donors. 

Gifts  to  endowments  are  invested — not  spent — and  each  year  distribution 
from  named  endowments  are  made  to  beneficiaries.  Since  2007,  the  Foundation  h; 
made  endowment  distributions  in  the  total  amount  of  $214,598. 

How  to  Establish  an  Endowment 

Endowments  may  be  established  with  the  Foundation  by  individuals, 
families,  churches,  ministries,  church-related  organizations  and  other  public-spirit* 
donors.  Annual  distributions  from  these  endowments  provide  permanent  support 
for  qualified  beneficiaries.  In  general,  creating  an  endowment  includes: 

1 .  Defining  the  purpose  of  the  endowment  and  the  charitable 
beneficiary(ies),  which  must  be  tax-exempt; 

2.  An  agreement  with  the  Foundation  that  assures  compliance  with  the 
applicable  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code;  and 

3.  An  establishing  gift. 

There  is  no  minimum  requirement  by  the  Foundation  to  initiate  an 
endowed  fund;  and  additional  gifts  may  be  made  at  any  time  and  in  any  amount,  * 
whether  during  the  donor's  lifetime  or  estate  plan.  Distributions  from  endowment 
begin  one  year,  following  March  3 1,  after  gifts  have  totaled  $10,000. 

For  those  who  have  a  charitable  purpose,  the  Foundation  will  assist  in 
creating  a  plan  for  the  perpetual  support  of  their  favorite  charity(ies).  In  the  words! 
of  a  famous  American  educator,  Horace  Mann  (1796-1857),  the  challenge  is: 

"Be  afraid  to  die  until  you  have  won  some  victory  for  mankind."

The  Treasurer's 
Report  was  given  by  Treasurer  Sam  Weeks  and  was  received  by  motion  (see  attached 
report).

Rev.  Joe  Ballance  will  be  notified  of  his  appointment  to  present  the  message 
in  the  Morning  Worship  Hour  and  Rev.  Fred  Baker  will  be  notified  mat  he  is  the  alternate 
speaker.  Recommendations  were  made  for  the  temporary  committees  and  will  be 
contacted  by  the  clerk.  Reports  from  the  Feasibility  Committee  for  Blended  Fellowship, 
the  Historical  Committee  and  the  5-Year  Growth  Plan  Committee  will  be  added  to  the 
program  under  Temporary  Committee  Reports.  After  establishment  as  a  church,  Broken 
Wing  Fellowship  OFWB  Church  will  be  given  special  recognition  during  the  conference 
meeting. 

It  was  noted  that  final  planning  for  the  156th  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  a 
meeting  with  Rev.  John  Hill  regarding  the  5-Year  Growth  Plan  and  a  meeting  with  the 
Blended  Fellowship  Feasibility  Committee  are  items  of  business  at  our  next  scheduled 
meeting  on  Monday,  May  24, 2010. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn  (MSP).  Otis  Hamm  prayed  the  closing  prayer. 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  Executive  Committee  met  on  Sunday,  May  2, 2010,  at 
3:00  p.m.  in  joint  session  with  Broken  Wing  Fellowship  at  3236  Hwy.  50  Building  E, 
Garner,  North  Carolina.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  establish  Broken  Wing 
Fellowship  into  a  church  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Conference  members  present  were  Aubrey  Williamson,  Otis 
Hamm,  Sam  Weeks,  Eva  Ballance,  Carolyn  Jemigan  and  Stephen  Prescott.  Moderator 
Aubrey  Williamson  welcomed  everyone  and  prayed  the  invocation. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson.  A  motion  was  made 
to  allow  Broken  Wing  Fellowship,  as  a  body  of  believers,  the  privilege  to  vote  (MSP).

A  motion  was  made  to  elect  the  slate  of  officers  as  presented  by  Broken  Wing 
Fellowship,  as  listed  on  pages  65-68  of  "The  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of 
Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (of  the  English  General  Baptist  Heritage). " 
(MSP)  The  reading  of  Section  1:  The  Local  Congregation  was  completed.  Reading 
continued  of  Section  2:  The  Ministry,  Section  3:  The  Annual  Conference  and  Section  4: 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  A  motion  was  made  for  Broken  Wing 
Fellowship,  as  a  body  of  believers,  to  adopt  "The  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of 
Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (of  the  English  General  Baptist  Heritage)  " 
(MSP).  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  were  read  by  Clerk 
Eva  Ballance. 

A  motion  was  made  that  following  the  presentation  of  the  Bible  and  praying  the  Prayer  of 
Consecration  that  Broken  Wing  Fellowship  be  accepted  as  an  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  in  good  standing  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
denomination  (MSP). 
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The  presentation  of  The  Bible  was  made  by  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  to  Rev. 
Charlie  Carroll,  pastor  of  Broken  Wing  Fellowship.  The  Prayer  of  Consecration  was 
prayed  by  Rev.  Sam  Weeks.  Immediately  following,  Broken  Wing  Fellowship's  body  of 
believers  were  recognized  as  Broken  Wing  Fellowship  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.  A  standing  ovation  was  given. 

Rev.  Stephen  Prescott  presented  the  Homily,  entitled  "The  Role  of  the  Church."  The 
scripture  was  read  from  Acts  2:  42-47.  Rev.  Prescott  noted  that  the  world  has  become  a 
'Jesus  and  me"  society  in  which  we  fail  to  see  the  purpose  of  the  church.  In  seeking  a 
church,  we  seek  for  what  a  church  can  give  us  instead  of  what  we  can  give  to  the  church. 
In  Acts,  it  is  noted  that  the  Holy  Spirit  initiated  a  new  community,  where  trust  and 
dependence  were  in  God  and  in  each  other.  When  the  Holy  Spirit  formed  this  cornmunity, 
the  first  things  the  church  did  were  study  together,  love  one  another  and  love  their 
enemies.  As  a  result  their  lives  were  continually  changing.  Worship  practices  taught  them 
what  it  meant  to  be  God's  people.  They  learned  to  live  like  Christ  in  a  world  that  had  put 
Christ  to  death.  To  be  a  faithful  church,  the  church  should  become  a  nurturing  Christian 
community,  faithful  to  God's  call  in  the  world  and  living  a  lifestyle  directed  by  God's 
command.  Rev.  Prescott  encouraged  commitment  to  become  a  nurturing,  Christian 
community.  Follow  the  model  of  the  first  church  in  Acts;  grow  to  be  more  like  Christ. 
Rev.  Charlie  Carroll,  pastor  of  Broken  Wing  Fellowship  OFWB  Church,  shared  his  love 
for  his  congregation  and  prayed  the  closing  prayer  and  blessing  on  the  food.  A  delicious 
meal,  prepared  by  the  congregation  of  Broken  Wing  Fellowship  OFWB  Church,  was 
enjoyed  by  everyone. 

The  Cape  Fear  Conference  Executive  Committee  met  on  May  24, 2010,  at  1st 
Smithfield  OFWB  Church  at  2:00  p.m.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator 
Aubrey  Williamson.  Conference  members  present  were  Aubrey  Williamson,  Otis  Hamm, 
Sam  Weeks  Eva  Ballance  and  Carolyn  Jernigan.  Aubrey  Williamson  gave  the  devotion 
from  Ephesians  5  and  prayed  the  opening  prayer. 

Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  minutes  from  April  8, 2010  and  May  2, 2010  as  presented 
(MSP). 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  recognized  Rev.  Fred  Baker  who  provided  additional 
information  and  explanation  in  the  formation  of  Blended  Fellowship  as  a  conference 
mission.  He  spoke  of  the  initial  vision  that  Blended  Fellowship  becomes  a  mission  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference  with  its  support  and  discussed  some  of  the  goals.  He  agreed  with 
Rev.  Doug  and  Melanie  Seymour  and  their  current  vision  for  the  mission  to  become  a 
ministry  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  instead  of  a  church. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  recognized  Rev.  John  Hill,  committee  chairperson  of  the 
5-year  plan  to  grow  the  conference,  who  had  come  to  report  on  the  progress  of  the 
committee's  work.  A  prayer  guide  had  been  received  by  the  Executive  Committee  for 
review  and  Rev.  Hill  was  seeking  approval  of  this  plan.  He  also  asked  for  assistance  from 
the  Executive  Committee  in  identifying  and  selecting  ordained  ministers  and  laypersons 
who  are  passionate  about  this  work.  A  motion  was  made  for  Rev.  John  Hill  to  review  the 
prayer  guide  with  his  committee  and  present  a  final  copy  with  proper  citation  to  the 
Executive  Committee  when  ready  (MSP). 

A  written  report  of  the  Historical  Committee  was  presented  by  Moderator  Aubrey 
Williamson.  The  report  stated, 
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"We  envision  a  publication  with  three  or  possible  four  sections.  (1)  an  overview  of 
the  history  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  (2)  an  edited  collection  of  local  church 
histories  (3)  a  section  to  cover  the  histories  of  the  churches  lost  to  the  conference 
through  various  splits,  and  (4)  a  section  of  biographical  synopses  of  the  early 
ministers  of  the  conference.  Initial  work  on  these  sections  has  been  assigned  to  the 
members  of  the  committee:  Dr.  Pelt  -  overview,  Dr.  Lamm  and  Mr.  Barefoot  -  local 
histories,  and  Ricky  Warren  -  early  ministers." 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept,  as  information,  the  report  provided  by  the  historical 

committee  to  the  Executive  Committee  (MSP). 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  welcomed  the  Blended  Fellowship  Feasibility  Committee 
and  recognized  Chairperson  Otis  Hamm.  (See  Blended  Fellowship  Feasibility  Study 
minutes  dated  May  24,  2010,  for  additional  meeting  information)  It  was  noted  that  there 
were  issues  that  needed  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference, 
serving  as  the  Mission  Board,  so  the  meeting  with  the  Blended  Fellowship  Feasibility 
Study  was  suspended  so  action  could  be  taken  by  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Conference.

Additionally  Blended  Fellowship  is  asked 
to  present  the  budget  to  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  prior  to  the 
annual  conference  at  their  meeting  scheduled  on  October  25, 2010,  and  provide 
clarification  on  budget  issues  as  follows,  (1)  itemize  and  provide  detail  for  the  General 
Fund,  (2)  clarify  outside  sources  of  funding  for  Blended  Fellowship,  and  (3)  investigate 
insurance  coverage  for  the  facility  (MSP). 

It  was  noted  that  the  seminar  at  Bethel  OFWB  Church  is  replacing  the  Cape  Fear 
Conference  Fellowship  meeting  scheduled  at  Johnston  Union  OFWB  Church  and  will  be 
held  on  Saturday,  August  28, 2010,  at  9:00  A.M.  with  H.  Mac  Wallace,  D.  Min.,  LMFT 
as  guest  speaker.  The  mailing  was  reviewed  and  approved. 

Planning  continued  for  the  156th  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  at  Robert's  Grove 
OFWB  Church  on  Tuesday,  November  9,  2010.  Final  recommendations  were  made  for 
the  temporary  committees.  Motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  Conference  Program  (MSP). 
Motion  was  made  that  the  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  conference  that  the  Executive  Committee  officers  whose  terms  expire 
2010,  retain  their  positions  with  new  terms  expiring  according  to  the  Constitution  and 
include  a  statement  to  support  the  retention  of  the  three  positions  due  to  the  intricate 
nature  of  their  work  on  the  Blended  Fellowship  Feasibility  Committee  (MSP).  A  letter 
will  be  sent  to  the  Chairperson  of  the  Nominating  Committee  listing  each  name  and 
position. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  requested  that  Sam  Weeks  report  to  the  Convention 
regarding  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  Seminar  with  Crown  Financial  Ministries  as 
requested  by  the  Convention. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  will  contact  Rev.  Charlie  Carroll  to  discuss  transfer  of  his 
membership  from  the  Western  Conference  to  the  Cape  Fear  Conference. 
The  next  Executive  Committee  meeting  is  scheduled  on  Monday,  August  23,  2010,  at 
2:00  p.m.

Free  Will  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  convened  in  its  262nd  annual  session  with  La 
Grange  First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  La  Grange,  North  Carolina,  on  Thursday, 
November  4,  20 1 0,  at  9:30  a.m. 


The  Conference  opened  with  the  hymn,  "Majesty."  Mr.  Joshua  Hobgood  read  scripture 
taken  from  I  Corinthians  13  and  led  us  in  prayer.

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At  1 1: 15  a.m.  the  Conference  business  was  set  aside  for  the  worship  service.  The  service 
was  opened  in  prayer  by  Reverend  Mark  Hobbs.  The  congregation  was  then  led  by 
Reverend  Johnny  Sullivan  in  the  singing  of  "Our  God  Reigns."  The  offertory  prayer  was 
given  by  Reverend  Charles  Branch  and  the  conference  offering  received.  A  very 
wonderful  time  of  special  music  was  presented  by  Ms  Bailey  Sutton.  The  Reverend  Alan 
Joyner  led  us  in  the  Morning  Prayer.  The  congregation  was  then  led  by  Reverend  Johnny 
Sullivan  in  the  singing  of  "Great  is  Thy  Faithfulness."  The  Reverend  Gary  Bailey 
delivered  the  conference  message.  Reverend  Bailey  began  by  encouraging  us  to  be  the 
people  that  God  can  use.  Reverend  Bailey  said  that  early  in  life  he  would  tell  God  what 
his  plans  were  and  that  if  God  would  get  him  out  of  teaching  he  would  go  wherever  God 
wanted  him  to.  As  he  began  in  the  ministry  he  learned  early  that  it  is  very  humbling  and 
takes  a  lot  of  those  that  follow  God.  The  joy  is  it  is  not  about  us  but  about  the  Holy  Spirit 
that  works  through  those  that  have  been  called  to  ministry.  He  encouraged  us  to  listen  to 
God  so  that  we  will  be  able  to  live  a  God  centered  life.

Perhaps  you  have  attended  a  seminar  or  read  a  book  or  completed  a  college  or  seminary 
course.  We  applaud  you  in  this  endeavor.  We  also  want  to  reward  you  and  give  you 
credit  for  your  diligence  in  continuing  your  education  and  training.  To  receive  credit 
from  the  Central  Conference,  simply  complete  a  Continuing  Education  Report  Form  and 
write  a  150  word  summary  about  the  seminar,  book  read,  or  course  completed  and  send  it 
to  one  of  the  Continuing  Education  committee  members.  More  information  for 
submitting  requests  for  Continuing  Education  Credit  is  outlined  in  the  "Procedures" 
section  below. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Central  Conference  Continuing  Education  Program  is  to  help  hur 
ministers  with  the  practice  of  life-long  learning.  ,vBy  continuing  their  education  Central 
Conference  ordained  ministers  will  continue  to  grow  in  their  spiritual  walk  with  Christ  as 
they  grow  they  will  be  better  equipped  to  serve  the  churches  of  the  Central  Conference. 
As  the  leadership  of  the  churches  grow  the  church  itself  will  grow,  therefore  the  growth 
and  continuing  education  of  the  ministers  is  vital  to  the  growth  of  the  church.  It  is 
imperative  that  the  ministers  of  the  Central  Conference  follow  the  advice  given  to 
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Timothy  by  Paul  when  he  said,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman 
that  nccdeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

Guidelines 

Continuing  Education  Units  (CEU's)  will  be  based  on  educational  opportunities.  These 
would  include  reading  a  book,  attending  a  seminar  or  class,  or  taking  a  college  or 
seminary  course. 

Continuing  Education  Units/Credits 

CEU  credits  will  be  given  according  to  the  following  scale: 

Books:  up  to  200  pages-'/2  CEU;  200-400  pages- 1  CEU.  Books  over  400  pages  will  be 
considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Seminars:  3-5  hour  seminar- Vz  CEU;  6-10  hour  seminar- 1  CEU.  Seminar  over  ten  hours 
will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

College  or  Seminary  Course.  If  the  class  is  taken  from  an  accredited  institution 
(Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  or  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada),  one  will  receive  4  CEUs  for  each  credit  hour.  Credit 
hours  equal  one  hour  per  week  in  class  for  sixteen  weeks.  If  you  take  a  3  credit  hour 
course,  you  will  receive  12  CEU  s.  If  the  course  is  taken  from  an  institution  that  is  not 
accredited  by  SACS  or  ATS,  it  will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Areas  of  Study 

Biblical  Studies:  This  includes  any  area  of  study  from  the  Bible  such  as  books  of  the 
Bible,  themes,  authors,  or  historical  information  from  the  Bible. 

Historical  Studies:  This  includes  History  of  the  Christian  Church,  Free  Will  Baptist 
Denomination,  or  Local  Churches. 

Theological  Studies:  This  includes  areas  of  studies  from  the  following:  Prolegomena, 
Bibliology,  Theology  Proper,  Christology,  Pneumatology,  Anelology,  Anthropology, 
Sotcriology,  Ecclesiology,  Eschatology,  etc. 

Practical  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  the  working  and  growth  of  the 
local  church,  pastoral  care,  counseling,  leadership,  administration,  evangelism,  preaching 
and  worship. 

Spiritual  Formation  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  maturity  of 
Christians. 

Procedures 

To  receive  continuing  education  credits,  work  should  be  submitted  to  the  Continuing 
Education  Committee.  Simply  write  a  150  word  summary  and  application  of  the 
seminar,  book  read,  or  college  o.-  seminary  course  completed  and  attach  it  to  the 
Continuing  Education  Report  Form.  The  report  form  is  available  at  the  annual 
conference  or  can  be  requested  from  a  committee  member  or  you  can  simply  create  your 
own  report  form  by  including  the  following.  For  a  seminar,  include  the  title  of  the 
seminar,  sponsoring  organization,  presenter's  name,  and  length  of  seminar.  For  a  book 
you  have  read,  include  the  title  of  the  book,  author,  publisher,  and  date  the  book  was 
read.  For  a  college  or  seminary  course,  include  the  name  of  the  course,  name  of  the 
college  or  seminary,  professor's  name,  and  a  copy  of  the  syllabus.  The  committee  will 
review  all  work  and  will  send  notification  to  the  one  who  submitted  the  work  and  also  the 
Board  of  Ordination.

Constructional  Change  proposed  2010 

Article  III.  OFFICERS 

The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  clerk,  an  assistant  clerk,  and  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  After  serving  two  (2)  full  terms  of 
two  (2)  years  each,  no  member  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination  to  the  same  office  until 
after  an  interval  of  one  (1)  year.  The  duties  of  said  office  shall  be  entered  into  at  the  close 
of  the  session  in  which  they  are  elected. 

The  officers  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a  clerk,  and  an  assistant  clerk 
who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  year,  serving  two  (2)  full  terms  of  two  (2)  years 
each.  The  office  of  treasurer  may  serve  up  to  ten  (10)  years  consecutively,  the  office  of 
treasurer  will  be  elected  every  two  (2)  years,  no  member  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination 
to  the  same  office  until  after  an  interval  of  one  (1)  year  when  their  term  expires.  The 
duties  of  said  office  shall  be  entered  into  at  the  close  of  the  session  in  which  they  are 
elected. 

The  following  motion  was  presented  to  the  Conference, 

"Whereas  we  believe  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons,  and  that  God  is  able  to 
call  whom  He  chooses  to  do  His  work,  we  move  to  permit  the  Board  of  Ordination  of  the 
Central  Conference  to  examine  men  and  women  candidates  submitted  by  local  churches 
for  ordination  into  the  Gospel  Ministry.  We  call  for  the  vote  to  be  by  secret  ballot."

Even 
if  I've  been  before,  there  is  always  additional  information  that  can  be  shared  that 
will  be  helpful  in  your  planning  of  time  down  by  the  Bay  River.  There  are  still 
many  churches  that  haven't  been  here  to  spend  time  and  take  advantage  of  this 
beautiful  place  that  we,  as  Original  Free  Will  Baptist,  have  been  blessed  with. 
Because  of  a  "Vision",  we  have  a  wonderful  facility  and  grounds  that  we  can  all 
be  proud  of. 

Our  greatest  desire  here  at  Camp  Vandemere  is  that  we  create  an  environment 
where  each  and  every  individual  can  come  and  commune  with  GOD!

There  is  a  one-year  term  on  the  license  to  preach  the  gospel  with  a  five-year 
maximum  on  the  amount  of  time  allowed  to  preach  under  license  in  preparation  for 
ordination.  If  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  the  license  to  lapse,  entire  licensing 
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process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the  recommendation  of  the  local  church  to  the 
I  Board  of  Ordination. 

17.  Requirements  for  Ordination: 

We  commend  to  our  member  church  and  to  all  of  our  licensed  ministers  the  attached 
{Requirements  for  Ordination.  This  document  will  serve  as  a  checklist  for  our  licensed 
|  ministers  as  they  move  toward  ordination.  This  document  will  also  aid  our  churches  in 
j  answering  initial  questions  that  a  candidate  might  have  in  regards  to  the  Requirements  for 
ordination. 

8.  Conference  Attendance: 

A.  Any  minister  (licensed  or  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference,  who  fails  to  attend  the  annual  session  of  the  Conference  for  two 
consecutive  years  or  fails  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for  non-attendance, 
is  subject  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  his  credentials  of  ordination. 

B.  All  ministers  (licensed  or  ordained)  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  in  any 
pastoral  position  are  required  to  register  and  attend  the  annual  session  of  the 
Western  Conference.  Pastoral  positions  include  but  are  not  limited  to  pastors,  associate 
pastors,  and  youth  ministers.  Failure  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  or  failure  to  send  a 
letter  showing  reasonable  cause  for  non-attendance  will  subject  the  minister  to  censure 
and/or  the  revocation  of  credentials. 

9.  Annual  Convention  Attendance: 

Any  minister  (licensed  and  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference  is  required  to  register  and  attend  at  least  one  day  of  our  annual  two-day 

Convention  of  OFWB  which  meets  Wednesday  and  Thursday  following  the  second 
Sundaj^of  May.  A  letter  stating  reasonable  cause  will  also  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  this 
requirement.  It  may  be  sent  to  either  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Ordination  or  the  Clerk  of 
the  Conference. 

10.  Ministers  Transferring  into  the  Western  Conference: 

A.  From  Sister  Conferences:  These  ministers  must  be  cleared  with  the  Western 
Conference  Board  of  Ordination  prior  to  assuming  the  pastorate  to  which  they  are  called. 
This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church  calling  the  minister,  however  the  minister  should 
be  sure  it  has  been  done  prior  to  beginning  the  prospective  work.  This  is  a  simple 
procedure  designed  to  protect  our  churches  from  harm.  Our  churches  are  not  independent 
of  the  Conference  as  is  true  in  some  other  denominations  and  groups. 

B.  From  other  Denominations:  For  this  information  you  are  referred  to  page  89  of 
our  Articles  of  Faith  &  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

11.  The  Christian  Flag  Service  for  Ministers: 

The  Board  of  Ordination  will  serve  as  the  Conference  Christian  Flag  Committee. 
Any  minister  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  death  will  be  given  the 
Christian  Flag  Service  if  the  minister  has  so  requested  of  the  family  so  desires.  The  flag 
will  be  purchased  by  the  Conference. 

12.  Items  for  Praise: 

1.  Our  newly  ordained  ministers 
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2.  Our  newly  licensed  minister 

3.  Our  new  members  by  baptism  or  transfer  into  the  member  churches  of  the 
Western  Conference. 

13.  Things  a  Licensed  Minister  Can  and  Cannot  Do: 

1.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  be  called  or  hired  as  pastor  (or  associate)  of  any 
church. 

2.  A  licensed  minister  can  serve  a  church  on  an  interim  or  supply  basis  under  the 
supervision  of  his  Board  of  Ordination  Advisor  or  another  ordained  minister  as  directed  j 
by  the  Board  of  Ordination.  The  service  is  to  be  limited  to  six  months  in  any  one  church.  | 
If  the  church  wishes  an  extension  on  the  service  of  the  licensed  minister,  the  church  must 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

3.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  administer  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

4.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  perform  weddings  ceremonies. 

5.  A  licensed  minister  can  conduct  worship  services,  preach,  and  teach  as  the 
opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  licensed  minister. 

6.  A  licensed  minister  can  officiate  in  a  funeral  service. 

7.  A  licensed  minister  can  be  elected  to  serve  as  temporary  chairman  of  a  business 
meeting  with  the  exceptions  as  outlined  on  pg.  74,  paragraph  2  of  The  Articles  of  Faith 
and  Principles  of  Church  Government 

8.  A  licensed  minister  can  vote  at  the  annual  conference. 

14.  Recommendations  to  the  Conference: 

1.  The  ministers  ordained  since  our  last  conference,  the  Revs.  William  Cameron 
Ash,  William  David  Currie,  George  H.  Futrelle,  and  Stanley  Worth  Kirby,  be 
welcomed  into  the  Conference  wit  the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowship  by  the  Moderator  and  j 
their  names  be  added  to  the  list  of  duly  ordained  ministers  of  the  Western  Conference  by 
the  Conference  Clerk.

5.  We  request  that  our  ministers  inform  the  board  of  ordination  when  they  resign 
from  their  church.  This  is  so  that  we  can  assist  our  churches  in  the  search  process  and 
interim  period. 

6.  The  Board  of  Ordination  recommends  that  the  Conference  require  all  current  and 
future  licensed  ministers  to  attend  an  annual  workshop  conducted  by  the  Western 
Conference  Ordaining  Council  or  in  conjunction  with  other  Ordaining  Councils. 

7.  The  Board  of  Ordination  recommends  that  the  Conference  authorize  the  Board  to 
conduct  a  back  ground  check  on  all  persons  coming  before  the  Board  for  licensing  and 
also  on  all  ministers  transferring  into  the  Conference  from  other  Conferences  or 
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Denomination.  This  background  check  will  include  ~  but  not  be  limited  to  checking 
references,  a  credit  check  and  any  other  investigations  the  Board  deems  necessary. 

8.  That  this  report  in  its  entirety  be  received  by  the  Conference  and  these 
recommendations  be  accepted  by  the  Conference  as  submitted.
